Weakley County Press Cup Is Won 
By The Score of 
250 to 219 


By a score of 250 to 219 points 
the Freshman class of 1934-35 won 
the Weakley County Press Cup. the 
intramural trophy awarded each year 
to the class that amasses the great¬ 
est number of points during the year 
of class competition. 

If the class leads in the number of 
points scored next year, the cup will 
become the permanent possession of 
the group. Only one class, that of 
1932-33 and 1933-34, has yet gained 
po .session of a Weakley County 
Press Cup by winning it two years 
in succession. 

Practically all of the Junior Col¬ 
lege student body took part in some 
intramural competition during the 
year. 

Points won in the major divisions 
of sport are as follows: 

In the indivdiual medal competi¬ 
tion, the Freshmen men won 95 Vi 
points, almost twice the Sophomore 
total of 55' .. The Sophomore women 
won 37 points to 32 for the Fresh¬ 
men. The events included a cross 
country race, basketball free-thown, 
boxing, wrestling, field, track, swim¬ 
ming, tennis, and horseshoes. 

In the semi-individual competition, 
Freshmen men won 23 L, points to 
the Sophomores 20' . Sophomore wo¬ 
men led by the score of 27 to 18. The 
events included relays, both indoor 
and outdoor, tennis doubles, and 
horseshoe doubles. 

In the indoor jamboree the Sopho¬ 
more men led by the score of 18 to 
14 points, while the Freshmen women 
led by a score of 18 to 14. 

In the games the Freshmen men 
led by a score of 25 to 23 points, 
while the women tied 24 to 24. The 
games included baseball, football.

Within the last two years it ha - 
become possible, during a telephone 
conversation, to see an animated pic¬ 
ture of the speaker's face in which 
aU of the changes of expression are 
discernible. Like the “talking mo¬ 
tion” pictures, this is a recent de¬ 
velopment which depends on the 
photo-electric cell. It is called “Tele- 
in this world and accomplish vision.” 

A brignt spot of light is made to j 
travel back and forth over the sub-1 
ject in closely spaced parallel lines. 
It travels very fast and covers the 
object many time in a second. Thi' 
process is called “scanning." Each' 
part of the picture reflects light in 
accordance with its degree of 
brightness. The light so reflected 
from the illuminated spots of the 
subject is received on a system of 
photo-electric cells. A current is cre¬ 
ated within the cell circuit which is 
proportional to the brightness of the 
reflected light. The current is am¬ 
plified and transmitted to a distant 
station where it can be made to 
throw a spot of light on a screen 
which the observer is watching. 

The motion of the scanning beam 
must be followed faithfully by the 
motion of the reproducing beam. Mo¬ 
tors at both stations, maintained a- 
like by radio, or by vibrations by 
wire, control the motions of the 
beams. 

The entire picture is scanned in 
one-twentieth of a second. Due to 
this rapidity the observer sees the I 
picture as a whole because the eye | 
is incapable of following the motions 
cf the successive spots of light. 

To better understand the method 
of forming a picture at the distant 
station, imagine the object to be 
made up of a large number of small 
squares. Let the screen at the sta¬ 
tion be considered as having the 
same number of squares. Suppose
